Romulus Recreation Center's Opening Nears 


Mayor Alan Lambert says the new 
rec center may open in October.

The new Romulus Recreation Cen- 
ter at Northline and Wayne roads could 
open as early as October of this year, 
according to Mayor Alan R. Lambert. 

The date was announced at Mon- 
day's City Council meeting, which was 
preceded by a study session on the 
recreation center's management. 

"I'djustlike to let the residents know 
that, very soon, we'll be hiring the man- 
agement company, said the mayor. 
"There will be information coming out — 


probably within about 60 days — [with 


regard to] rates, types of equipment, 
and the types of programs that we'll be 
offering. So, youcan start to look for that 
sometime around August.” 
Councilman William Crova noted 
that he had toured the facility earlier that 
day, and was very impressed by the 
recent progress that has been made in 


areas such as the installation of interior 

doors, bathroom and ceiling tile, and 

hardwood floors in the gym. 

"It's really moving along nicely," he 
sald. 

Among the highlights of the new 
recreation center's facilities will be: 

°e a 7,000-square-foot workout area 
with treadmills, elliptical machines, 
bicycles, and other equipment, as 
well as free weights; 

e five pools (lap, lazy river, zero depth, 
and kiddie/splash, as well as a deep 
pool with monster slide); 

e an upper-deck track; 

¢ an enormous gym that can be di- 
vided into two full-size basketball 
courts; 

° a monitored teen room with televi- 
sions, video games, computers, and 
more; |

In a time when national franchises 
are turning out cookie-cutter pizzas, it's 
refreshing to come across alocal, family- 
owned restaurant that takes pride in 
serving its own style of an American 
favorite. 

Wiseguys Pizza, which just recently 
opened for business, is co-owned by 
husband and wife James and Debbie 
Harris and their son Jamie. Son Fred 
manages the restaurant, and daughter 
Crystalis the office manager. Wiseguys 
is located in downtown Romulus next to 
the Polka-Dots convenience store, 
which Is also owned by Jamie: 

“Jamie opened Polka-Dots two and 
a half years ago," said Crystal. "We've 
been trying to get the pizzeria started 
since then, but it took awhile because 
we wanied everything to be perfect. 

"We hope that everyone in town 
agrees that we have succeeded," she 
added.

According to Crystal, her family had 
a very special reason for opening their 
businesses at their current location. 

"These buildings have a very spe- 
cial meaning to our family," she ex- 
plained. "Our Grandfather Pappy and 
Grandmother Dodie built them (along 
with the building that houses Buz's TV 


- Service) many years ago. Our grand- 


mother had to sell them when our grand- 
father died. We remember her telling us 
about how they struggled to get busi- 
nesses going in the buildings. Jamie's 
store usedto be a grocery store, andthe 
pizza place was once a restaurant and 
then an antique shop. 

"When the buildings went up for 
sale, we jumped at the chance to get 
them back in the family." 

Besides pizza, the Wiseguys menu 
also includes classic offerings like salads, 
appetizers (mushrooms, chicken wings, 
jalapeno poppers, and mini tacos, for 
example), submarine sandwiches, ham- 
burgers, and coney dogs. 

Mom Debbie suggests that custom- 
ers try "The Dipster," which she says is 
the creation of son Fred, who used to 
manage another pizzeria. 

"Fred came home from work one 
day and asked me to try his latest ex- 
a mozzarella cheese-filled 
specialty bread that's cooked golden 
brown, lightly buttered and seasoned 
with garlic and Parmesan cheese, and 
then sliced into strips for dipping,” she 
said. “It was absolutely delicious, and | 
encouraged him to make it part of the 
menu when we opened Wiseguys.” 

Also highly recommended is their 
authentic Chicago-style pizza, made 
with two layers of dough stuffed with 
cheese and your choice of toppings, 
and covered with pizza sauce.

dance-class facilities; 

-"wet rooms" for pool parties; 
banquet facilities; and 

a day-care center for the children of 
parents using the center. 

Later, "Phase II" projects will in- 
clude the construction of an outdoor rink 
for in-line skating in warm weather and 
ice-skating in cold weather. 

McBride Drain Vote Postponed 
Council's vote on a proposed con- 
tract with Wayne County for repairs and 
maintenance in the McBride Drain Dis- 
trict was removed from the agenda to 
give the City, County, and affected resi- 
dents an additional chance to discuss 
what has become a contentious issue. 
The contract calls for the County to 
pay $7,500 of the cost (a maximum of 
$2,500 per mile for the three-mile sys- 
tem) for work on the drain north of I-94 
to Herman, with the City picking up the 
remainder — estimated to be about 
$10,500, but not to exceed $15,000. 
Residents who own property in the 
McBride Drain District would pay a spe- 
cial assessment based on their parcel 
size and drain type. A letter from Derrick 
schueller, assistant director of the Rom- 
ulus Department of Public Works, pro- 
vided abreakdown of assessmentcosts: 
e 52% of the district (173 parcels) will 
pay between $1 and $10; 

e 30% (101 parcels) will pay from $10 
to $40; 

e 7% (32 parcels) will pay between 
$40 and $80; 

°¢ 6% (21 parcels) will pay from $80 to 
$175; and 

e 5% (5 parcels) will pay between $175 
and $330. 

Residents who addressed Council 
with complaints about the County's past 
work included Ozga Road residents 
Melvin Backhaus and Sue Kramer. They 
stated that County workers had come 
unannounced to their properties, cut 
down trees and other growth, and per- 
formed improper excavations — then left 
without cleaning up the resultant debris 
or finishing the job. 

“| don't think it should be Romulus’ 
responsibility to give money ... for a 
County job not properly done," said 
Kramer, reading from a prepared state- 
ment. “If the County didn't have the 
money or equipment to do the job right, 
they shouldn't have started it until they 
came up with the money..." 

Mackey Howell, a spokesperson 
from the County's Department of Envi- 
ronment, admitted that lack of funds 
was part of the reason that the job had 
not been completed. He also stated that 
“some mistakes were made in the exca- 
vation, butblamed departmental down- 
sizing and the resultant loss of skilled 
workers forthe problem. The new repair/ 
maintenance work will be done by an 
outside contractor, he said.

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Romulus DPW Director Tom Wilson 
assured Mayor Lambert and Romulus 
residents that, ifthe contract is approved, 
"The DPW ... will be out there to make 
sure that things get handled properly on 
the County's side."

Hindman Appointed As Emergency 
Magistrate at 34th District Court 

34th District Court Chief Judge Tina 
Brooks Green appeared before the 
Council to request its approval of Court 
administrator Alan Hindman as an emer- 
gency magistrate. Hindman, who is not 
an attorney, would be called on only 
when Green andhercolleagues, Judges 
Brian A. Oakley and David M. Parrott, 
were all unavailable, and only in an 
extremely limited capacity. 

"| can't imagine that [Hindman's 
services would be needed] more than a 
couple of times a year," said Green, 
who noted that the appointment would 
save the Court money because "we 
won't have to pay somebody like [visit- 
ing Judge William] Szlinis to come in for 
a full day to maybe do a half hour or an 
hour's worth of work: 

"It would not increase [Hindman's] 

salary; it would just expand his job 
duties," she added. 
Basically; said Green, Hindman's 
services would be needed only in situa- 
tions like an end-of-the-week arrest, 
when a person would have to spend an 
entire weekend in jail if no judge was 
available to arraign him/her and set 
bond. | 

Green assured the Council that, 
before Hindman could actually act as a 
magistrate, he would have to complete 
training mandated by the Michigan State 
Court Administrative Office. She also 
noted that, even though Hindman has 
already spent thousands of hours in 
courtrooms, and is extremely familiar 
with the Court's procedures, she and 
her colleagues would have him sit in 
with them for further experience. 

Council's appointment of Hindman 
was unanimous (5-0).

abatement for a proposed warehouse/ 
distribution facility at 6911 Metroplex.
